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1 . DEPARTMENT AND HUD CONCUR WITH EMBASSY'S RECOMMENDATION 
(MOSCOW 16070) AND HAVE CANCELLED VISIT OF US COLD WEATHER 
CONSTRUCTION DELEGATION TO UNDERLINE OUR DISPLEASURE WITH 
SOVIET FAILURE TO PROVIDE APPROPRIATE ITINERARY. ICCUSA 
MECHANISM SERVED US WELL IN SUSTAINING THIS DECISION DESPITE 
SOME DISMAY FROM THE CORPS OF ENGINEERS. NSC DIRECTIVE 
DATED OCTOBER 25 ON IMPLEMENTATION OF US-USSR BILATERAL 
AGREEMENTS HAS ALSO PROVED ITS WORTH IN RESOLVING THIS 
INTERAGENCY QUESTION. THIS DIRECTIVE, INTER ALIA, STRESSES 
IMPORTANCE OF OBTAINING REASONABLE BALANCE OF BENEFITS AND 
RECIPROCITY OF ACCESS IN OUR COOPERATIVE VENTURES, AND 
NECESSITY FOR PRESSING SOVIETS VIGOROUSLY ON BOTH POINTS. 

WE WILL BE FORWARDING A COPY TO YOU WITH OUR THINKING ON HOW

2. BILATERAL TALKED TO MRS. RUDIS IN CHICAGO WHO IS HELPING 
SKOPAS FAMILY WITH VYZOVS AND OTHER DETAILS FOR ALEKSANDR 
SKOPAS. RUDIS REPORTED THAT SON IN US RECEIVED LETTER FROM 
SON IN LITHUANIA WHICH SAID THAT SKOPAS WAS BEATEN UP OUT- 
SIDE OF EMBASSY ON OCTOBER 16 BY QUOTE BAND OF HOOLIGANS

PLEASE ADVISE IF YOU CONTACT SKOPAS. 

3. FLUOR INTERNATIONAL INFORMED US THAT A COMPANY DELEG ATI 
ON WILL BE VISITING MOSCOW AND WOULD LIKE TO MEET WITH 
COMATT FARRAND NOVEMBER 17 OR 18. GROUP WILL INCLUDE 

MICK FLEMING, GLEN MOULDER, ALBERT VANDER AND BURT HICKMAN. 
FLUOR HAS SIGNED CONTRACT WITH JAPAN STEELWORKS FOR 
CONSTRUCTION OF THREE GAS PLANTS IN THE TYUMENT REGION OF 
WESTERN SIBERIA WITH V/O MACHINOIMPORT. FLUOR EXPECTS TO 
HAVE TWELVE EMPLOYEES IN PLACE BY MARCH/APRIL 1978 AND 
THE ADVANCE PARTY WISHES TO DISCUSS LIVING CONDITIONS, FOOD

7. FOR COMBS FROM MCCALL: CHARLES SORRELS OF BROOKINGS
